REMARKS 

Claims 7-14, and 21-25 are all the claims pending in the application. This Amendment 
amends claim 7, cancels claims 1-6 and 15-20, and adds claims 21-25. 

As a preliminary matter, the specification is amended to correct obvious errors. 

Pursuant to MPEP § 2001.06(b), Applicant wishes to bring to the Examiner's attention 
co-pending U.S. Application 10/330,483, filed December 30, 2002 and entitled "Flat Panel 
Display With Polymer Memory Provided Thereon," which published July 1, 2004 as U.S. 
20040125272 Al. An Information Disclosure Statement listing U.S. 20040125272 Al is filed 
herewith. The art of record in U.S. Application 10/330,483 has been submitted in previous 
Disclosures in the present application. 

Applicant elects Invention I consisting of Claims 1-17, and further elects Group B 
consisting of Claims 7-14. Claims 1-6 and 15-20 are withdrawn and cancelled. 

Applicant amends claim 7 to further describe the polymer memory cells, amends claims 
10, 11, and 14 to improve antecedence, and adds new dependent claims 21-25. No new matter is 
added. 

New dependent claims 24 and 25 are directed to Invention I, Group B. 

New dependent claims 21 and 22 are related to Invention I, Group C, and new 
dependent claim 23 is related to Invention I, Group D. As such, claims 21-23 are identified as 
Withdrawn— New. With regard to the propriety of claims having the (Withdrawn-New) status 
identifier, please see the Official Gazette Notice dated 5 July 2005 entitled "Acceptance of 
Certain Non-Compliant Amendments Under 37 CFR 1. 121(c)." Applicant requests 
consideration of claims 21-23 upon allowance of the respective claim in Group B from which 
these claims depend. 
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In view of the above, consideration on the merits is requested. 

Applicant authorizes the Commissioner to charge any fees determined to be due with the 
exception of the issue fee and to credit any overpayment to Deposit Account No. 1 1-0600.
